Appointment made for the 
following day with the physician's assistant working in 
my husband's primary care physician's office. 

The following day after finding a parking spot 
three football fields away from the building we needed to 
get to, we got in line at the main reception desk. 

"Date of birth?" the receptionist asks without 
looking up from her computer screen. "Name?" 

Still no eye contact. 

"Who are you seeing today?" Her voice has 
a slightly nasal monotone similar to the voice on the 
automated telephone system. She is still focused on her 
first love, the computer screen, while asking, "Did you go 
online to pre-register?" 

She's not looking at us as we look at each other in 
bewilderment, disgust, and horror. Did we miss a critical 
step in the "process?"

Groundhog Day Ritual Revisited

The annual reenactment of the groundhog's 
mystical weather prediction during mid-winter February 
2^"^ is an ancient symbolic ritual dating back to the religious 
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observance of Candlemas, particularly in Germany. 

In Germany, a badger might have been the 
prognosticator of good news for a short winter, but only if 
he didn't see his shadow. If he did, of course, winter was 
assumed to last at least another six weeks. 

The groundhog came into the picture here 
in Punxsutawney Pennsylvania brought by Amish 
agriculturalists across the pond from the old countries 
to continue the historic tradition handed down by 



generations of farmers. 

On Candlemas, clergy would bless candles and 
give them to the people, symbolic of the long winter days 
and weeks of cold. And with a certain critter's prediction 
of further wintry weather came the superstition of 
lighting candles to scare away the evil spirits of the dark 
winter nights. 

Groundhog Day's most famous anthropomorphic 
character, Punxsatawney Phil, is now annually dragged 
out of his hibernating mid- winter nap for national media 
coverage, likely not pleased to the point of trying to bite 
his handlers, on occasion. 

However, the groundhog, also known as a 
woodchuck, is perfect to play the mystical role assigned to 
seeing a shadow. He spends at least half of his life in the 
semi-darkness shade in Earthly subterranean chambers 
he has dug for his low profile, coming out mainly at first

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light of day and retiring well before dark. Always on alert 
for danger, he frequently stands up straight to view his 
surroundings, thus creating a tall enough pillar to cast a 
long shadow that could startle any sensible mammal.

Pete Smith is one of those people you might 
compare to, of all things, an onion - not because he makes 
you cry, but because no matter how many layers you 
peel back another layer is revealed, and then another 
interesting layer and then another layer that's even more 
interesting than the last one you peeled back. 

Take his name, for instance. Most people who 
see him say, "Hi, Pete!" and assume that Pete was his real 
name. 

"Your name's not Pete?" interjects a museum 
employee nearby within earshot of us sitting at the large 
conference table inside the cozy office of the Sippican 
Historical Society. 

It's actually not Pete, as most people who 
are familiar with the man associated with all things 
history in Marion think it is. It's Charles. Charles "Pete" 
Smith, longtime member of the Sippican Historical 
Society, volunteer at the museum, and guy responsible

for supplying a significant bulk of the historic Marion 
merchandise on display inside said museum. 

Smith is synonymous with history in Marion. In 
fact, he was even recently referred to as ''Mr. Marion" 
during a recent meeting of the selectmen, which was a 
surprise to Smith who claims he has never heard anyone 
call him 'Mr. Marion.' 

But the other question still remains in this name 
game - why 'Pete,' Pete? 

"I don't even know!" he says, although it's hard 
to tell sometimes whether he's telling the truth or joking. 
Charles "Pete" Smith can be rather cheeky - but in a 
pleasing way. 

"I don't really know why," he repeats himself.

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''My middle name is Robert." 

Pete's mother couldn't even tell him why he was 
always called Pete or Peter, he says. "Or maybe there was 
a good reason and they didn't want to tell me." 

"I asked my grandmother," Pete says, "and I 
guess she's the one that put down 'Peter,' and my mother 
liked the name Peter." But, Pete says, according to his 
mother, his great-grandmother didn't even like the name, 
which (off the record) says Pete, must have reminded her 
of some old slang from the time. 

Anyway, Mr. Marion - ahem, Pete - knows more 
about the history of Marion than your average Marionite 
(or historian). He's been a member of the historical society 
for well over 20 years now and was named curator 
roughly 11 years ago, although Pete himself didn't seem 
to notice when that happened. He's listed as the curator 
in the 2007 book he edited titled A Picture Postcard History 
of Marion Massachusetts, but couldn't recall the official 
appointment. 

"I surprise all of them with the things I know," he 
says without a hint of arrogance, for it's true - the guy is a 
treasure trove of Marion history. 

But how does the man some people refer to as Mr. 
Marion come to know so much about the seaside town he 
and roughly 5,000 others call home? 

"Because I've lived it," says Smith. "Plus, if I 
didn't experience it myself. I'm here (in the museum). You 
can't keep filing papers on everything without learning 
something about it." 

We've already established that Smith has lived in 
Marion his whole life - from attending Sippican School 
and then Tabor Academy, while leaving Marion for four 
years to join the Navy. He got his degree in business from 
Nichols College in Dudley, MA, and returned to Marion 
and worked for the Babbit Steam Specialty Company in 
New Bedford. He was also a special officer for the Marion 
Police Department for 20 years. 

In addition, he's stood in practically every social 
arena in town - the Council on Aging, the Lions Club 
(when there still was one in Marion), the Masons, the 
historical society, of course, and is also part of the Charles 
R. Washburn Memorial Trust board, serving as the 
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treasurer. 

"I'm treasurer of every darn thing I get into," 
said Smith strangely enough. "Maybe they think I'm 
honest?" He shakes his head in wonder, oblivious of any 
significance. 

You see. Smith might always be the 'treasurer,' 
but Smith is also a collector of 'treasures' - old postcards, 
antiques - especially antiques that originate from Marion 
or are associated with Marion. He goes out, a treasurer in 
search of treasure, often to flea markets where he's found 
many a unique gem or to auctions where he's encountered 
some pretty cool stuff, usually with a heavier price tag. 

There is a colorful collection of souvenir china 
from places like the Sippican Hotel and Casino that Smith 
collected and donated to the museum. He's also donated 
post cards like the ones featured in the aforementioned 
book. 

"I've got tons of them!" said Smith, admitting 
that he's got even more at home, and most of the Marion¬ 
centric antiques he's collected he still keeps at home, too. 
"When I'm out and about if I see anything from Marion 
that I don't have, it's mine." 

There is a gold-leaf mirror featuring a painting 
of Eastover Farm on the office wall, purchased for $99 
(a steal) and donated by Smith, as well as some local 
ship passports signed by various presidents - including 
President Martin Van Buren ("When have you ever seen 
something signed by Van Buren," Smith asks in after-the- 
fact astonishment) that he helped acquire. 

"Most people don't realize it, but I collect 
anything, really - that looks good - about Marion's 
history," Smith said. Some items he has donated to the 
museum, some he has out on loan, "And there's some of it 
they're not going to get until I'm gone," he adds, citing job 
security. 

Smith knows everything there is to know about 
Marion history that's knowable, of course. For instance, all 
of the information surrounding the Mary Celeste aka "The 
Ghost Ship" that is available - aside from the actual fate 
of the people who disappeared from the boat without a 
trace - Smith knows. It's even possible that he knows what 
happened to them and he's holding out on us. But you get 
the picture. He's a living, walking, breathing history book 
on Marion. 

It's no wonder Selectman Jody Dickerson recently 
brought up the idea of officially appointing Smith as 
the Town of Marion's appointed historian. (Speaking of 
selectmen, having been a lifelong resident. Smith says he's 
known many of them since they were kids - but we will 
save that for another story...) 

Smith knows history. "Marion history," he says 
specifically. The rest of history he doesn't reserve much of 
his time for. His passion lies in the Marion of the Golden 
Era, "when all the celebrities came to Marion," he said. 

"I'd like to have lived during that era, really," he 

said.

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is self-evident. He spends a lot of time seeking out relics 
from Marion's past, chasing the ghosts of Marion's 
hallways of history. And Smith knows about ghosts, just 
ask him about his table-tipping incident and the fact that if 
he ever has to come into the historical house that is home 
to the museum alone at night, "Let's just say I'm in and 
out real quick." 

As much as Smith knits together the threads of 
Marion's history to dress up our curiosity. Smith himself 
(or at least his ancestors) really did make up the fabric of 
the town's history. Remember that little two-part history 
number The Wanderer published in the June 25, 2015 
edition called "The Tar and Feather Incident" written 
by Kyle DeCicco-Carey? (If not, you can view Part One 
at www.wanderer.com/ features/ the-tar-and-feather- 
incident-2/). 

Well, says Smith, Clara Mendel Potter was his 
great-grandmother. 

And if you're still wondering what's so fascinating 
about the guy Pete Smith, check out his identification 
card for the Council of Seven Royal House Pokanoket 
Tribe. You don't get to carry this card unless you're one of 
seven chosen few who are descendants of royalty - Native 
American royalty - a descendant of Chief Quadequinah, 
brother of Chief Massasoit, the two kings that met Captain 
Thomas Dermer at Pokanoket in May 1619. 

Ancestral roots in these parts don't run that much 

deeper. 
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Smith says his memory isn't what it used to be 
and he actually warned about that just a few days before 
his interview, prophesying that he would likely forget all 
about it on Tuesday morning. Which he did, of course, 
not to his surprise. The trouble with losing your memory, 
he said, is that there's no one besides him willing to 
remember Marion's past. 

"Problem is, I have an interest in the town and its 
history, and more than most people do today," said Smith. 

And he's still got so much left to discover, he 
says. For instance, why was one section of land at Tabor 
Academy documented on a 1903 map of Marion as 
being named "Red Rock"? And where on Earth can he 
find photographs of the artillery that was once out at 
Kittansett? 

How can you find out, I ask him? 

"Keep asking," said Smith. "You just keep 

asking." 

And you keep peeling, I think to myself. Keep 
pulling back those layers and another facet is revealed of 
the gem we call Pete Smith: Marion's ubiquitous treasurer 
... Marion's treasure hunter ... Marion's treasure.

However, I eventually 
realize that all this time I'm listening to the wizard go on 
about endless lore concerning the quest and offering me 
his seemingly endless wisdom, I have not moved from 
that spot since the wizard began and have not made any 
tangible progress. 

I now politely excuse myself from the good man's 
company and move beyond the rambling wizard. 

Knowing that there are many tests yet to come, I 
venture forth (with you alongside) until I meet the great 
monster at the mouth of the dark forest. The devious 
demon's name is "Procrastinatus," and he has many 
methods of sucking me in and barring my path to victory. 

Procrastinatus tells me to be afraid, for the 
journey will bear many tedious struggles so frustrating 
that the prize simply won't be worth it.

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ZBA Closes Rochester Farms Appeal 

Rochester Zoning Board of Appeals

Craig Canning's farmer's market he had hoped to 
establish on Marion Road was officially erased from the 
Rochester Zoning Board of Appeal's slate on January 25. 

Canning, developer of the proposed Rochester 
Farms, LLC, received his Special Permit from the ZBA 
last year to proceed with his project, but was halted by 
two lawsuits filed by Maryann and Kenneth Cutler of 223 
Marion Road, abutters who opposed the agricultural/ 
commercial establishment being built across the road 
from their house. 


In his attorney's December 13 letter to the ZBA, 
Canning stated he was withdrawing his application for 
the Special Permit with regard to the project. 

"Unfortunately, projected litigation costs make the 
project economically unfeasible at this time given the two 
lawsuits filed ... coupled with the administrative appeal 
to the Zoning Board," states the letter. 

Town Counsel Blair Bailey guided the board 
through the two motions it needed to make that night: 
the first being the acceptance of Canning's withdrawal as 
well as the rescinding of the ZBA's prior approval, and 
the second being the remanding of the Cutlers' appeal of 
the Planning Board's Site Plan review approval over to the 
Planning Board to take action. 

The Planning Board received a similar letter from 
Canning on December 13 also requesting a withdrawal of 
his application for Site Plan Review. 

"Mr. Canning is no longer going to move forward 
with what he wants to do," said Bailey, explaining the 
board's task to accept the withdrawal and vacate its prior 
decision, while also remanding the appeal to the Planning 
Board. "And that would end the matter as it relates to this 
board." 

Acting Chairman David Arancio asked Bailey if 
this withdrawal would act as one "without prejudice," 
meaning Canning could reapply for another project in the 
future without having to wait the mandatory two years. 
The Cutlers' attorney who was present that night stated 
that having to wait two years before returning with an 
application for another project was not stipulated within 
the court-filed agreement between Canning and the 
Cutlers. 

"So he could," said Bailey. 

The public hearing for Catherine Mendoza's 
appeal of the Planning Board's Site Plan Approval for 
Wellspring Farm, LLC was continued until the next 
meeting at the request of both parties.

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From 'Shut Case' to Uncertainty 

Marion Zoning Board of Appeals

Just three months ago, Marion Zoning Board 
of Appeals member Michelle Smith referred to 120 
Front Street as a ''shut case," as board members on 
October unanimously agreed that Christian Loranger's 
reconstruction of a two-family house should be 
considered a grandfathered two-family and exempt from 
a zoning bylaw, which prohibits multi-family homes. 
Now, on January 25, ZB A members started from scratch 
when forced to revisit the question after receiving a 
memorandum from town counsel telling them that a vote 
to approve a Special Permit for a two-family use was 
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unlawful. 

According to Attorney Barbara Huggins Carboni 
in her November 6, 2017 memorandum, the board could 
not grant a Special Permit for a two-family use without 
reviewing a specific proposal. Carboni wrote, "...[The] 
Board could not carry out its duties under the Bylaw 
... for issuance of a special permit without a specific 
proposal. The Board's apparent vote to 'approve' a special 
permit was not valid for that purpose." 

On January 25, Lor anger appealed Building 
Commissioner Scott Shippey's denial for a building 
permit to reconstruct the two-family house, a denial 
based on two-family "use" and not based on the building 
plans, which Shippey stated did not increase any non¬ 
conformities of the structure. A Special Permit in that 
regard was not required. 

After the board's initial unanimous opinion 
that the house should be exempt from the zoning 
bylaw and considered a grandfathered two-family. 

Lor anger discovered on January 25 that the board, 
which had previously agreed that there was no two-year 
"abandonment" of two-family use, had abandoned that 
opinion. 

According to Chapter 230-6.1 of the bylaw, "A 
nonconforming use or structure which has been abandoned, or 
not used for a period of two years, shall lose its protected status 
and be subject to all the provisions of this Zoning Bylaw." 

Lor anger went straight to Part A. of Chapter 
230-6.1 that addresses applicability, arguing that because 
the house was built and was a proven two-family before 
the bylaw was adopted in 1954, then the bylaw does not 
apply to him, rendering the matters of "abandonment" 
and "non-use" moot. 

And when he referred back to that October 26 
meeting, the one when the board granted the house 
'grandfathership,' he was stopped mid-sentence and 
told that anything discussed at that meeting no longer 
mattered, that this was a new hearing unrelated to the last 
one, and to "throw it out the window and start again," as 
associate board member Tad Wollenhaupt put it. 

As for Loranger's interpretation of the bylaw. 
Town Counsel Carboni rebutted, saying, "I don't think 
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that is a clear statement of the law. There is no such thing 
as a ... permanent grandfathering from the application of 
bylaws." 

What Part A of the bylaw means, said 
Carboni, "The use is protected, but that use can lose 
its protection.... There's no such thing as a permanent 
exemption from application of the bylaw." 

"I don't agree at all with town counsel's 
assessment," said Loranger. The first thing it says 
under Section 6.1, he said, was that no provision of the 
bylaw would apply to a structure or use built before the 
adoption of the bylaw. 

"No provision of this Zoning Bylaw shall apply to 
structures or uses lawfully in existence or lawfully begun, or to 
a building or special permit issued before the first publication 
of notice of the public hearing .... Such prior, lawfully existing 
nonconforming uses and structures may continue, provided 
that no modification of the use or structure is accomplished, 
unless authorized hereunder." 

"This is the first sentence ... 'No provision 
stands,"' said Loranger. "It is very black and white; 
it is in the town's bylaw." He called town counsel's 
interpretation of the bylaw "ridiculous," but then later 
apologized for it. 

But that part of the bylaw is only one of its parts, 
argued Carboni. There are seven other subsections to 
Section 6.1, which is where the language makes it clear, 
she said. 

Shippey asserted that Loranger's house, which 
he purchased in 2013, has been "abandoned" as it 
applies in the bylaw for over four years. Providing some 
history, Shippey said the house suffered a fire in 2010, 
and the previous owner was issued a building permit for 
repairs that were never completed. No one occupied the 
damaged house from 2011 until Loranger purchased it in 
2013 - "So there's two years right there," Shippey said. 
"And now we're in 2017..." 

"It was grandfathered," said Loranger. "I'm 
not arguing that it's been less than two years ... but it is 
grandfathered." 

Loranger's argument wore thin on the board, 
although ZBA member Kate Mahoney said she could 
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understand where Lor anger was coming from. 

Anyway, said Shippey reiterating his position, 
''That use in my opinion has been abandoned for two 
years." 

"If you don't use it, you could lose it," Shippey 

said. 

So the fundamental question that night was not 
whether the bylaw applied to the project, but was the 
house's two-family use abandoned for at least two years. 

"I don't see it as abandoned," said Smith, noting 
that the prior owner was in the process of rebuilding 
the two-family after the fire and adding that Loranger 
then purchased the house with the intent of keeping it 
a two-family and took steps over time to work towards 
rebuilding the two-family. 

Loranger said once he acquired the property in 
2013, he was unable to move forward with rebuilding 
plans, starting with the Conservation Commission that 
Loranger said told him, "I was not to touch a blade of 
grass or a stick on that property." 

The property lies within a 100-foot wetlands 
buffer zone. 

To make sense of Loranger's progress and steps 
taken during the time since he acquired the property - 
steps that could possibly demonstrate that the use, per 
se, was not abandoned but only stalled - Wollenhaupt 
suggested Loranger return with a comprehensive timeline 
for the board to consider. 
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Loranger acquiesced, but he expressed his 
frustration. 

"I bought the two family, [Fve] been paying taxes 
on a two-family I intend to use it as a two-family" said 
Loranger. "People are arguing really hard against letting 
me use a two-family..." 

He isn't trying to open up a supermarket, 
Loranger said. "I don't really see what the harm is in 
keeping it a two-family ... why is everybody trying to tear 
it back to a single family?" 

Chairman Marc LeBlanc said it would be one 
thing if Loranger bought the property and then sat on 
it doing nothing for several years. "Then our issue of 
abandonment would be much clearer," LeBlanc stated. 
"But if we see you've been diligently trying ... then we 
would have something physical to look at." 

ZBA member Bob Alves asked, if someone 
continued to pay taxes on a two-family residence, does 
that demonstrate abandonment? 

"Just because you pay taxes on a piece of property 
doesn't mean continued use," said Carboni. "But that's 
one piece of evidence [the board] could consider ... This is 
the right conversation to have." 

LeBlanc opened it up to the audience at that 
point, which he commented was sparser than prior 
meetings. 

Sandria Parsons of 24 South Street said, "I'm 
eager to see this accomplished so that my neighbor Mr. 
Loranger can build the house that he wants to build for 
his family and include a space for his in-laws to live ... 
because I know it's going to be beautiful." 

Parsons commented on "how long it takes a town 
to issue permits to do something which, seems to me, to 
be perfectly reasonable." 

Pretty much what she said, said Jonathan Chase 
of 102 Front Street. "I have no doubt it'll be a tasteful 
structure." 

As LeBlanc discussed with town counsel options 
for the board to gather and consider more information to 
make its decision at the next meeting, Loranger said, "I'm 
just running out of time getting my family into a house. 

It just keeps going on and on and on and on; it just never 
ends." 

As the board was set to continue the hearing 
until the next meeting, ZBA member Betsy Dunn could 
not commit to being at a February 8 meeting without 
checking her calendar first, and Wollenhaupt said he 
would be absent on February 8. 

Loranger would require a minimum 4-1 vote to be 
granted the Special Permit, so five voting members must 
be present. 

The next meeting of the Marion Zoning Board of 
Appeals is scheduled for February 22 at 7:30 pm at the 
Marion Town House. 
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Raised Deck in Wetlands Gets Informal Nod 

Marion Conservation Commission

It isn't as though the deck would be plopped 
directly onto the ground just 31 feet from the wetlands, 
which is why the Marion Conservation Commission 
on January 24 gave a tentative and unofficial OK for a 
proposed raised deck during an informal discussion with 
engineer David Davignon. 

Davignon is representing Jean and Steve 
McCarthy for the rebuilding of a raised single-family 
home at 43 Dexter Road that sits within a velocity zone 
and is space limited to fit in a deck. 

The deck itself would be elevated 16 feet from the 
ground, along with the house, but the row of five columns 
beneath the raised deck would be within a 30-foot 'No 
Touch' zone. 

The deck is designed to be 12 feet wide in the 
back of the house, just large enough for a table and chairs. 

Davignon said he refrained from applying 
for a Notice of Intent and submitting full plans before 
holding an informal discussion on the likelihood of the 
commission accepting the proposed deck. 

Instead, Davignon introduced a preliminary 
house layout and footprint. 

"The footprint is not a very big house," said 
Davignon. "It's not going to be a monster or anything for 
the neighborhood." 

The only way to have a deck, he said, would be to 
place it just within that 30-foot no-touch zone, otherwise a 
6-foot by 8-foot deck would not allow for much use of the 
space. 

Davignon promised there would be no shading 
impacts to the wetlands, since this was only the buffer 
zone, "But we didn't want to proceed without getting 
your blessing." 

"For what it's worth," said Conservation 
Commission member Shaun Walsh, "I have no objection 
to what Mr. Davignon is describing here - again, 
understanding that once we get a formal filing and 
opening the public hearing, all bets are off so to speak..." 

But, he continued, "It's not like he's building 
a house twenty feet from the wetlands line.... It's an 
elevated house. It's not a structure on the ground, so I'm 
okay with it." 

"I'm okay with it," Chairman Cynthia Callow 
concurred, "but I'd like to see plans." 

Fair enough, replied Davignon, adding that he 
would be back within a month or so with a formal filing. 

Also during the meeting, the commission 
approved the repair of a 30-foot riprap seawall at 98 
Moorings Road. 

Matthew Messina plans to repair the wall, fill 
in sinkholes in the lawn area adjacent to the top of the 
seawall, and repair a 2-foot by 30-foot strip of cement on 
top of the wall that is also adjacent to the lawn. 

"I think what Dr. Messina is proposing is fine; it 
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definitely needs repair," said Callow, noting what she and 
fellow ConCom member Jeffrey Doubrava observed the 
prior Saturday during a site visit. 

At first that night, Walsh said he was nervous 
about granting approval for some of the work without a 
detailed plan, notably the concrete repair to the top of the 
wall. 

".. .Because if you do not leave some voids in that 
area, during some storms you're going to get a deflection 
of wave energy - without a plan showing exactly what 
he's going to do and where. I'm a little concerned about 
approving something that just says repair of a seawall," 
Walsh said. 

It was explained that a concrete strip of the 
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proposed size already exists at the site and would be kept 
the same in scope. 

The project received a Negative Determination 
2, which means that the proposed work is within an area 
subject to protection but material would not removed, 
and the area would not be filled, dredged, or altered. 

In other matters, the commission granted a full 
Certificate of Compliance for Laurie and George Host, 

456 Point Road, for landscaping with associated invasive 
species control, which included wetlands markers in the 
form of boulders - the preferred "Fred Flintstone" size 
boulders as opposed to the "Barbie dream house" size, as 
Callow put it. 

The hearing for the Notice of Intent for Great Hill 
was continued again without further discussion until the 
next meeting at the request of the applicant's engineer. 

The next meeting of the Marion Conservation 
Commission is scheduled for February 14 at 7:00 pm at 
the Marion Town House. 


State to ORR and Towns: You Must Cooperate 

ORR District Budget Meeting

School committee members and administration 
from the Old Rochester Regional School District and town 
officials were told the key to an all-around successful 
regional relationship: "You need to play nice in the 
sandbox." 

^ From Our Hands to Yours... ^ 
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That is what Mary Jane Handy, the director 
of accounts at the Division of Local Services of the 
Massachusetts Department of Revenue and also a former 
regional school district business manager, told them on 
January 24. 

Handy said she's now been on both sides of the 
issue, "So I know what your pain is." 

"I also know ... towns pitting against the regional 
school district is never gonna solve anything," Handy 
said. 

The fiscal year 2018 ORR budget discussion 
last year included outbursts of frustration from town 
administrators and finance committees over school 
spending and contract negotiation practices, which led 
to an overall amplified air of contention between the two 
sides. 

Old Rochester Regional School Committee 
Chairman Tina Rood welcomed everyone inside the 
junior high school media room that night, saying, "I love 
that we are all in the same room together as we all enter 
this budget season ... I'm just so glad that we're starting 
out this way." 

The meeting was organized as a way to provide 
the school committee, school administrators, and town 
officials and employees a general overview of the 
legislative nature of a regionalized school district and 
their components - words such as assessment, minimum 
contribution, and Chapter 70 - that comprise a lexicon 
unique to regionalized school district agreements. 

Other guests invited to present were from the 
Massachusetts Department of Elementary and Secondary 
Education, including Director Christine Lynch and Jay 
Sullivan, associate of the School Finance and District 
Support Center. 

Superintendent Doug White said the meeting was 
meant to offer guidance to the ORR School District and 
the three towns moving forward and to provide some 
analysis of the district in comparison to other districts 
with similar demographics. 

Just as important. White pointed out, was that the 
ORR regionalized school district agreement amongst the 
three towns, a legal document, has not been reevaluated 
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or amended since 1986. According to Lynch, the 
Department of Education has its last recorded amendment 
to the ORR agreement dated further back to 1973. 

Lynch suggested the three towns re-visit the 
regionalization agreement, especially since much 
has changed in the legislation since the three towns 
regionalized just before ORR was established in 1961. 

Lynch, having reviewed ORR's agreement, said, 
''There's a lot of outdated information." 

She suggested the three towns and the ORR 
School Committee form a committee tasked with 
amending the agreement to bring it up to date. 

"The laws have changed pretty dramatically," 
said Lynch, with the most notable change coming with 
Education Reform in 1992, "Which dramatically changed 
the Chapter 70 formula." 

The Chapter 70 program provides state aid and 
support to public elementary and secondary school 
operations and through a formula establishes the 
minimum spending requirements for each school district 
and each municipality's share of the costs. 

It's that Chapter 70 formula that generated most 
of the questions and comments from those in attendance 
like Marion Finance Committee Chairman Alan Minard 
and Marion Finance Director Judy Mooney. 

Lynch attempted to demystify bits of that 
formula, which formulates a foundation budget sufficient 
to meet the needs of the school district, then takes 
into account municipalities' tax revenue and, as with 
a regionalized school district, the number of students 
from each town and the median household income in 
each town among other factors to determine each town's 
assessment, or contribution. 

But this formula has been a topic of contentious 
discussion for years. 

Mooney commented, "You can never budget 
accordingly. You never know what that net school 
spending ... is going to be." She said from year to year, 
one of the three towns always ends up with a bigger 'hit.' 

But there is a lot more to that Chapter 70 formula 
than first meets the eye, which is what is so frustrating 
about it, as Minard pointed out, adding that he was not 
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even sure if the DOR had accurate information on Marion 
as it analyzes that formula on an annual basis. 

Sullivan commented that the formula might not 
even be based on annual information; rather, it could be 
based on a three-year average instead. 

"The emphasis here is on towns paying in 
accordance to their ability," said Lynch. 

Lynch said historically the formula was simple 
and primarily based on student enrollment, but that 
changed in 1992, "...When all of a sudden it switched," 
said Lynch. And with the regionalized district, the state 
determines through the formula what each of the towns' 
assessment is. 
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further exacerbate the equation from a budgetary 
standpoint as each individual town is responsible for 
the tuition of each student from that town who attends a 
school out of district, and it falls within the local school 
district's budget. 

Onto the subject of regional school district 
transportation costs, most everyone attending as a listener 
agreed that the decision to regionalize weighed heavily 
on the Commonwealth's promise to reimburse 100% of 
the cost of transportation, which has never been fulfilled. 

At best, regionalized districts have been reimbursed up to 
75% at the most. 

Sullivan in his presentation commented that 
he completely disagreed with the merit of a 100% 
reimbursement. 

"I've been responsible for transportation 
reimbursement for probably the last twenty-five years," 
said Sullivan. "I've seen some people make some really 
bad decisions - you can make bad choices when you don't 
have skin in the game." 

Although the state guaranteed municipalities that 
it would reimburse, Sullivan stated, "A hundred-percent 
reimbursement of any cost is just bad public policy." It 
gives no incentive for a regionalized school district to be 
prudent in its transportation spending, he suggested. 

Mattapoisett Finance Committee Chairman Pat 
Donoghue was not impressed. 

"What you don't seem to understand is ... 
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we (Mattapoisett) pay a disproportionate share of the 
expenses for ORR, in addition to the fact that we gave 
up taxable land (in order to build the school) ... and we 
agreed to that based upon certain agreements with the 
state... 

Dealing in business primarily and not in 
education, said Donoghue, she argued that any other 
person with whom she'd enter into a contract and not 
get paid, "I'd be in court in a nanosecond and the judge 
would give me the money!" Why should the state get to 
play by other rules, she asked. 

Donoghue also said that Mattapoisett often had 
to "subsidize Rochester" according to the Chapter 70 
formula. 

Sullivan said he hears their frustration, but "It is 
what it is," which is what he said several times that night. 
He knows it is not what school districts like to hear, he 
added. 

"It's not really what we'd like, it's what 
we've been promised," said Rood, "and it's kind of 
disappointing to hear that we are not being supported in 
that way because that is something that is impacting our 
budgets every year. We are creating our budgets based on 
a promise that was made to us." 

Sullivan said his department in the Department 
of Education understands, but it cannot change the status 
quo because regionalized transportation costs are not a 
priority in the legislature. 

"If the state auditor convinces the legislature to 
fund it one hundred percent, then God bless you, you'll 
have your one hundred percent reimbursement," said 
Sullivan, "but as a state agency, we can't do anything 
about it. We don't appropriate funds." 

"If it isn't a priority of the Department of 
Education, then it's not going to be a priority of the 
legislature," commented ORR School Committee member 
Heather Burke. "To just say that it's just not a good idea 
when so many people are struggling with this feels like 
we're being let down." 

The Department of Education sets policy, said 
Sullivan. It is the board of education that sets priorities. 

"And I'm not sure transportation is even remotely 
on that list. There are so many other things that the Board 
... wants to do." 

Sullivan touched upon Circuit Breaker funding, 
which is money the state reimburses to provide relief for 
extraordinary costs in providing special education and 
has been reimbursed at a lower rate these days. "I really 
kind of feel bad about what's happening with Circuit 
Breaker (in FY2019)," which saw an increase in claims of 
8.4%, said Sullivan. 

White brought up the issue of School Choice with 
its revenue of $5,000 per out-of-district pupil, a price that 
was set back in 1991 and has never increased over time. 

Donoghue said the cost to educate a student is 
now at $15,000 per child, yet school districts are stuck 
with the "1991 price" for School Choice reimbursement. 
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But that is legislation, said Sullivan. It's in the 
law. "I would say ... if local officials and school committee 
folks talk to their legislators about changing that law, 
that's the only way this is going to get changed." 

Handy rounded out the meeting by giving the 
lowdown on OPEB liability and Excess and Deficiency 
spending, adding that it has been a long time since she 
has seen an 'E and D' certification "as clean" as ORR's 
has been recently, but in the end it distilled back down 
to her main point - play nice in the sandbox together, 
towns officials and school committee members and 
administrators. 

"If you don't, all you're going to be doing is 
hitting yourself," Handy cautioned them. "The worst 
thing is pitting against each other." 

Next steps: explore updating the agreement and 
further the discussion on what a 21®* century education 
looks like and how to fund it. 

"I appreciate that you all came out, that you were 
part of the conversation," White said. 

The next scheduled meeting for the Old Rochester 
Regional School Committee will be on March 22 at 6:30 
pm at the junior high school media room. 

Tabor Boys' Basketball Becomes Local Fixture 

High School Sports Update

When Tabor boys' basketball coach Chris Millette 
took over the program in 2009-10, the team had a fan base 
that was primarily limited to the school and its alum. But 
now, well, things have changed quite a bit. 

"We get people in the gym that normally would 
not come to Tabor games, which has been fun," Millette 
said. "We had a game over a break (last year) where the 
students were not here and the gym was full. And that 
has not happened over the last few years." 

There's a big reason for that. Actually, there are 
two: Noah Fernandes (Mattapoisett, MA) and Chris 
Herren Jr. (Portsmouth, RI). And the junior guards 
haven't just impressed the local fans, they've been 
attracting various universities. Herren has received 
interest from Boston College, Richmond, Old Dominion 
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and Ivy League schools and Fernandes has garnered looks 
from Iowa, North Carolina State and Providence College. 

''The fact that they're local really adds another 
dimension," Millette said. "It's one thing to have really 
good players, but to have them local - we just get such 
excitement." 

These two Seawolves have been a big part of the 
team's success, with Saturday's 28-point performance 
from Herren and Fernandes' 14-point, 8-assist game 
against Groton, which led to a 88-58 win for Tabor. 

But they're not the only players thriving for the 
9-4 (5-2 Independent Schools League) Seawolves. C.J. 
Redd (21 points against Groton), Connor Peterson and 
Tyler Murray have played major parts, along with senior 
captain Angel Santiago. 

"(Santiago's) like our glue," Millette said. "He just 
plays hard defense and doesn't ever shoot - honestly it's 
like a team joke, he rarely ever shoots the ball, but he's so 
important to what we do. 

"C.J. Redd is probably making the third-most 
noise on the team. He's doing a great job. Connor 
Peterson is just a beast. He's a high-impact football 
kid. He's literally like (Rob) Gronkowski. Just has an 
unbelievable motor, plays so hard - as hard as anybody 
I've ever coached. Tough as nails." 

While the all-around success is great, Millette and 
his players are focused on their Class A record, which 
currently sits at 5-1.

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Public Hearing on Monday, February 5, 2018 at 7:20 pm 
at the Town House, and please attend the Special Town 
Meeting on Thursday, February 15, 2018 at 6:45 pm at 
Sippican School to vote YES or NO on whether to adopt 
a Temporary Moratorium Bylaw. A yes vote gives the 
Planning Board, Board of Health, and Zoning Board of 
Appeals additional time to study the CCC regulations, 
and together, develop appropriate bylaws that promote 
the general health, safety and welfare for the Town of 
Marion and its inhabitants.

County followed by Rochester. The disease is now 
considered a public health crisis. In addition to Lyme, 
deer ticks can carry the pathogens which cause babesiosis, 
anaplasmosis, relapsing fever and powassan virus, all of 
which can be fatal and are on the increase. 

Tick season is January to December. With above 
freezing temperatures and a break in snow cover, there 
will be deer tick activity. 

This program will review the basic life cycle and 
ecology of deer ticks, the incidence rates and distribution 
of tick-borne illnesses, and the database under 
development on infection rates of ticks. A three-point 
protection plan will be presented: Protect Yourself, Protect 
Your Yard and Protect your Pet.

Lady Bird, Starring Saoirse Ronan and Laurie Metcalf. 
Directed by Greta Gerwig. Running time: 93 minutes. 
MPAA rating: R. In select theaters. 

Greta Gerwig's Lady Bird is one of the nine films 
nominated for a Best Picture Oscar. It doesn't seem 
to fit the description — it's wee, technically modest, 
undemonstrative to the point of obliqueness — and I 
don't know that I'd put money on it myself, but the more 
time I have away from it, the more warmth I feel for it. 

It's cozy; it's fine. Its brushstrokes are light, and it never 
overextends — or extends, really. Its energies are almost 
wholly inward-directed. We ride along with the sorrows 
and temporary joys of Christine McPherson (Saoirse 
Ronan), who insists that everyone call her Lady Bird. 
Why? The movie doesn't tell us. Nor does there seem to 
be a compelling reason to set the story in 2002 and 2003. 

A lot of Lady Bird — its emotional meanings, specific 
references — seem locked away from the viewer, known 
and felt only by Gerwig. 

It probably won't do to speak of male or female 
styles of movie directing, especially in an art form that 
has given us Bigelow, Wertmuller, Lexi Alexander. But 
a movie like, say. Wonder Woman feels different from a 
male-directed superhero film in a million distinct, at times 
large and overarching, or sometimes almost imperceptible 
ways. They are elements that add up and assure you 
that you are getting a woman's vision, which is all the 
more to be valued in an industry where the default — the 
experience that's shared on film, and the audience with 
whom the experience is shared — is (white hetero) male. 
Lady Bird is unmistakably and unapologetically (white 
hetero) female. It's a gentle thing, but far less fragile than 
it looks; there's a hidden sadness in it, and strength from 
the sadness. 

Lady Bird is a teenage student at a Sacramento 
Catholic school. She dabbles in this and that (running 
for school office, acting in plays), trying to find a self. 

In that way she's a bit like Rushmore's Max Fischer, 
though she has her own quirks. She's dying to get out of 
Sacramento, to go to college in New York. Her mother 
(Laurie Metcalf), who works double shifts as a nurse to 
keep the family afloat, wants Lady Bird to be realistic 



about what school she can get into — and can afford. She 
has a boyfriend who turns out to be gay, then pairs off 
with a pompous ass in a band. She ices her best friend for 
a while in favor of a popular kid, then thinks better of it. 
Her entire life seems to be a repeating pattern of moving 
in one direction, backtracking, moving another direction, 
and so forth. The filmmaking, honoring this, feels diffuse, 
indecisive. 

Actually, it's right on target, a rare American 
inner-consciousness portrait that somehow doesn't feel 
hermetic. The narrative may not literally reflect Gerwig's 
life, but it has her warm and sympathetic touch; her 
personality can be felt. Lady Bird is far from perfect and 
often makes bad decisions, but they are her decisions. We 
never doubt that. In a repressive environment, she does 
what she can to carve her own space, to meet her own 
needs (a virgin, she swaps masturbation techniques with 
her bestie). She isn't especially looking for a boy until 
she finds one — in both cases fixating on them while 
they're singing (falling in love with their voices, I guess an 
inverse of The Little Mermaid). 

We understand why she feels and acts as she 
does, and yet our empathy extends to people she has 
conflict with, such as her mother. Gerwig loves actors and 
small, telling moments, and actively avoids melodramatic 
plot turns you might expect. She bears down into 
mundane scenes and somehow makes them feel fresh 
by the sensibility that animates them. Gerwig's obvious 
fondness for her characters (nobody in the film is all 
bad — or all good) is contagious. She loves and respects 
her creations enough not to put them in stupid, well- 
worn situations; she respects us enough not to foist such 
tired drama on us. We don't see so much of that sort of 
consideration at the movies that we can afford to dismiss 
it. 
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in Fairhaven, MA. She will speak to us about how she 
came to write the book House Stories and will do a short 
reading from the first chapter, ''The Minister and the 
Maid," which took place in her own house in 1802. Her 
storytelling and artful descriptions are based on personal 
accounts taken from diaries and journals, as well as letters 
from churches, businesses, legal archives, local libraries 
and museums. 

Beth Luey taught in the history department at 
Arizona State University until her retirement in 2006, 
when she and her husband moved to Fairhaven. She has 
written several books about scholarly publishing and 
book history, but House Stories is her first venture into 
local history. We know that you will be fascinated by the 
stories she has discovered. 

All lectures are free and open to the public.

Established in 2009, VESA's program brings 
together groups of young people from around the United 
States to work with local villagers in regions of the 
world where traditional charities and aid do not operate. 
Volunteers perform valuable hands-on work to improve 
infrastructure and sanitation in local communities, 
and work on conservation activities to help provide 
sustainable solutions to environmental issues. 

"We chose South Africa for our service project 
because of the need in the communities of St. Lucia 
and Swaziland," Lee explained. "In St. Lucia, we will 
build school buildings for children, a public kitchen and 
bathrooms, and teach basic hygiene to the children." 

One project they will be working on will have life

Sippican Historical Society 

In 1998, the Sippican Historical Society 
commissioned an architectural survey of Marion's historic 
homes and buildings. The survey was funded one-half 
by the Sippican Historical Society and one-half by the 
Massachusetts 
Historical 
Commission. 

Because of 
the limits of 
funding, not all 
of the historic 
buildings were 
surveyed, but 
over 100 were 
catalogued and 
photographed. 

The results 

of the survey are in digital form on the Massachusetts 
Historical Commission's website and in four binders in 
the Sippican Historical Society's office (and at the Marion 
Town Clerk's office). Marion (Old Rochester) is one of 
the oldest towns in the United States, and the Sippican 
Historical Society maintains an extensive collection of 
documentation on its historic buildings. The Sippican 
Historical Society will preview one building a week so 
that the residents of Marion can understand more about 
its unique historical architecture. This fourth installment 
features 319 Wareham Street. 

The original house at 319 Wareham Street was 
a one-story saltbox built in 1775. A second story was 
added in the mid-1800s. Nathaniel Briggs of Rochester 
deeded the property to Joshua Dean of Wareham in 
the mid-1800s, who gave the property to his daughter, 
Betsey, wife of Peleg Washburn. Their son, Horatio, was 
the next owner, followed by his son, Charles. The home 
next passed to Charles's son, Ralph, and then to his 
son, Warren and his wife, Ann. Warren and Ann's son, 
Warren Washburn, Jr. is the current owner and the sixth 
generation of Washburns to own this home.

All Mattapoisett Police Officers to Carry 
NARCAN 

NARCAN (naloxone) will now be issued to all 
Mattapoisett Police Officers. Although the Mattapoisett 
Police Department has carried NARCAN on its 
ambulances for decades, the increase in opioid overdoses 
in Mattapoisett has increased drastically over the past 
few years prompting this proactive step of outfitting each 
Officer with NARCAN. 

The opioid epidemic continues to increase and 
stretch across the United States and is not isolated to the 
larger communities and cities. In 2017, the Mattapoisett 
Police Department responded to approximately 20 opiate 
drug overdoses both non-fatal and fatal requiring the 
administration of NARCAN. As of January 23, 2018, 
the Mattapoisett Police Department has responded to 
four opioid overdoses already this year, all requiring the 
administration of NARCAN. The rise in overdoses is 
believed to be associated with the increase exposure and 
presence of fentanyl. 

Fentanyl is a synthetic (manmade) opioid that 
is very similar to morphine. However, it is reported that 
fentanyl is 50-100 times more potent than heroin and 
morphine. Due to the increase of fentanyl use by drug 
dealers, it is difficult to immediately determine if the 
substance is heroin, fentanyl, or a mix of the two or other 
opioids. This unknown factor is a major contributor to the 
increase in opioid overdoses.

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through the skin or inhaled if it becomes airborne, and 
due to its high potency it can be lethal in very small doses. 
As a result, police departments have seen an increase in 
overdoses including overdoses of police officers and first 
responders due to accidental exposures of fentanyl. 

NARCAN is highly successful in reversing opioid 
overdoses and the police officers of the Mattapoisett Police 
Department will now be able to provide quicker treatment 
prior to the arrival of the ambulance increasing the chance 
of survival. 

The Mattapoisett Police Department is part of 
the Plymouth County Outreach Program, which is a 
collaboration of Public Safety Agencies and Healthcare 
Providers. This program was created to help battle the ever- 
increasing opioid epidemic. Following an opioid overdose, 
a police follow-up visit is conducted within 12-24 hours 
offering guidance and possible treatment options. The 
program is not limited to individuals addicted to opiates, 
but it is also for anyone impacted by addiction. 

Any family or individual experiencing or 
associated with opioid addiction is encouraged to obtain 
their own supply of NARCAN, which could be lifesaving 
to a family member or friend.

On 
July 28, 2017, Governor Baker signed the General Court's 
revised law on the subject entitled, "An Act to Ensure Safe 
Access to Marijuana" (the "Act"), adopted as Chapter 
55 of the Acts of 2017 which addresses the retail sales of 
marijuana for adult use (new M.G.L. c.
